TO LEAD A RANCHMAN’S LIFE 


Nation's Chief Executive Also Pro* 


poses to Do Some Pishing. Play a 


Little Golf and May Try His Hand 


at Shooting Ducks lf Conditions Are 


Good— Ambitious to Land a Tarpon 


and Try New Golf Sticks. 


Gregory, Tex., Oct. 19.—When Pres­ 
ident Taft reached here he was met 
at the station by his brother, Charles 
P. Taft, and immediately carried oil 
to the 109,000-acre Taft ranch en Cor­ 
pus Christi bay. 
Until Friday afternoon the presi­ 
dent will remain at the ranch, enjoy 
ing the rest and quiet of a ranchman’s 
life. Linen suits and soft hats were 
Drought along and the president pro 
poses to do a little bit of fishing, some 
golfing, and maybe a little shooting it 
the conditions are good. 
It will require a norther tc drive the 
ducks in, and the chances are that 
the president will not have a shot at 
them. Tie is ambitious to land a tar 
pun, however, and eager to try out 
some of the golf sticks that have been 
presented to him during the journey 
vhat is now more than two-thirds over. 
Charles P. Taft has secured a strong 
saddle horse for the use of his brother 
and the president will do considerable 
riding about th3 cotton fields arid ovei 
the range, where several thousand cat­ 
tle are grazing. 
The Taft ranch is one of the most 
complete in the world. It Is devoted 
almost exclusively to the raising of 
cattle and cotton, and on the estate is 
a complete tanning establishment, as 
well as a big cotton gin. Several 
miles in from the entrance to the 
ranch is the farmhouse, 
a great, 
roomy structure, equipped with all 
modern conveniences and resembling 
more a villa at Newport than a ranch 
house In southwest Texas. 
San Antonio, hot, hospitable and 
dusty, was left behind in the after­ 
noon.

Lady Cook Will Lead Suffragettes in 
the United States. 
New York, Oct. 19.—Lady Cook, for­ 
merly Tennessee Claflin, the most 
strenuous of pioneers In the fight for 
the enfranchisement of women, ar­ 
rived on the Celtic and brought with 
her matured plans for “the greatest 
campaign ever waged for woman’s 
rights.” 
I ady Cook was welcomed by an en­ 
thusiastic band of suffragettes, who 
went down the bay at dawn in a 
gaily-decked tug and escorted the ship 
up the harbor, while the Celtic’s band 
played and the passengers cheered. 
At the dock eight yellow decked au­ 
tomobiles with the reception commit­ 
tee, at the head of which was Mrs. 
Sophia Loebingerand Miss Helen Mur­ 
phy, met the distinguished visitor, 
and whirled her up to the headquar­ 
ters of the National Progressive Wo­ 
man Suffrage union, where an in­ 
formal reception was held. 
“I am just here now for a short pre­ 
liminary tour to prepare for the vig­ 
orous campaign which we expect to 
>egin in December,” explained Lady 
?,‘ook. 
“As the first maneuver I have ar­ 
ranged to transfer part of my fortune, 
at least $1,000,000. to America. 
“I have arranged a tour from the A t­ 
lantic *n 
Pacific. I will charter a 


French Aviator Circlet the Eiffel Tow­ 
er With a Biplane. 
Paris, Oct. 19.—Count DeLambert, 
the French aviator, made a remark­ 
able and sensational flight in a Wright 
biplane. Leaving the Juvisy aviation 
field he flew to Paris; circled the Eif­ 
fel tower, at times reaching a height 
of about 1,000 feet above the city, and 
then returned to Juvisy. 
A few minutes before Count De- 
Lambert returned to the aviation field 
here from his flight to Paris. Alfred 
M. Blanc, the French aeronaut, at­ 
tempted his first flight in a Bleriot ma­ 
chine. Shortly after ascending, the 
monoplane, as the result of a false 
shift of the rudder, turned into the 
tribune and fell, mortally wounding a 
woman and injuring a dozen other per­ 
sons. 
When Lambert left the aerodrome 
at Juvisy he was traveling at a height 
of about 250 feet, and headed north­ 
ward. Half an hour later the popula­ 
tion of Paris was amazed to see high 
in the air the biplane approaching the 
city. As the machine neared the 
Seine it mounted higher and higher, 
finally passing 300 feet above the Eif­ 
fel tower, or 1,500 feet from the 
ground. The machine then described 
a wide curve and headed southward.

Operation Shows He Did Not Have 
Appendicitis. 
St. Louis, Oct. 19.—Frank Hiller, 
nineteen years old, who was arrested 
two months ago and sentenced to six 
months In the workhouse for passing 
worthless checks, is a patient and 
prisoner at the city hospital under re­ 
markable circumstances. 
Hiller, when taken from the work­ 
house to the hospital ten days ago, 
apparently was suffering from appen­ 
dicitis. Four days ago he was operat­ 
ed on and his appendix was removed. 
Dr. 
Kirchner declares the patient 
simulated agony he did not experience 
and attempted to work on the sympa­ 
thies of attendants for hidden motives 
It is believed Hiller Intended either 
to make a dash for liberty or to write 
letters to relatives telling them of his 
sufferings and asking their aid. The 
hospital physicians say he faked his 
suffering and brought the operation 
on for the simple purpose of working 
out his plans.

MANY WOMEN IN THE LINE 


But Some of Them Dropped Out on 


the Edge of the Segregated District.

Taken to Prevent Disorder. 


Chicago, Oct. 19.— Led by a battalion 
of police and thrilled with the crash 
of five brass bands, 15,000 men and 
women, led by the famous Romany 
evangelist, Gipsy Smith, marched into 
the heart of Chicago’s most notorious 
underworld jungle, known 
as 
the 
“Twenty-seecnd street levee.” 
This spectacular religious display— 
climax of the Gipsy’s three week’s re­ 
vival here—was witnessed, despite the 
late hour at which it was held, by as 
many people as could jam the side­ 
walks along the lino of march, which 
began at tho Seventh regiment armory, 
where the Smith meetings are being 
held, wound around the three miles of 
streets and disbanded at a burlesque 
theater on the edge of the segregated 
district. 
Women formed a large part of the 
demonstration, and, though a few 
dropped out when the red lights of the 
vice-infected region were encountered, 
the large majority continued to the 
doors of the demimondes, and. with 
song and prayer, entreated the amazed 
inmates to turn from their path of sin. 
Police restrictions caused the district 
to take on a deserted appearance. 
No 
doors were opened, but through the 
gaudy 
windows 
occupants 
of 
the 
houses were viewed by the evangelist’s 
“army.” 
There was but Utile disorder. Chief 
Steward had taken elaborate police 
precautions and the great multitude 
was escorted on their unique midnight 
mission by hundreds of bluecoats with 
instructions to arrest the slightest of­ 
fender. Their mission completed, the 
zealous church upholders quietly dis­ 
banded and the tenderloin once more 
took on its usual life.

COUNTRY 


Federal Officers Could Close Saloons 
in Minneapolis. 
Washington, Oct. 19.—Owing to the 
absence of Commissioner Valentine of 
the Indian bureau it is not possible 
to get a statement relative to the prob­ 
able future action of the Indian office, 
following Judge Morris’ declaration 
that all land covered by treaty of 1855 
is “Indian country,” and that liquor 
cannot be sold thereon. 
In his discussions of the application 
of this treaty in the past, however, Mr. 
Valentine has taken the position that 
Ell the bureau desires Is to keep liquor 
away from the Indians, and that 
treaties anti laws would not be in­ 
voked against white men. 
Last week in an interview he stated 
that he had no objection to the sale 
of liquor to white men In towns where 
Special Agent Johnson had been ope­ 
rating, but only desired to keep liquor 
away from the Indians, and that he 
would back up his agents to the full­ 
est extent in carrying out that policy. 
Indications are, therefore, that the In­ 
dian bureau will not make any at­ 
tempt to enforce the law as interpret­ 
ed by Judge Morris, in any part of the 
state except that in which Indians 
actually reside. 
Several years ago the question of 
whether lands not now occupied by 
Indians, but covered by the treaty of 
1855, were in the "Indian country.” 
It was pointed out at that time that if 
these lands were decided to be “In­ 
dian country,” liquor selling could be 
prohibited in the state, practically 
from the Canadian boundary south­ 
ward to and including the city of Min­ 
neapolis. 
Apparently it is up to District At­ 


torney Haupt to say whether an effort 
will be made to enforce the arti-liquor 
selling feature of the treaty on lands 
not now occupied by Indians.

Edwin Hawley the New Railroad 


King of America. 


MILLIONS AT HIS COMMAND 


Wealth of Wall Street Back of the 


Mew Transportation 
Magnate— Be­ 


lieved That He W ill Build Up a 


Railroad System That Will Surpass 


That Created by the Late “Czar of 


the Pacifies.-' 


New York, Oct. 19.—Edwin Hawley 
has succeeded to the throne of E. H. 
Harriman as the ruler of the railroads 
of the United States. Within the past 
few days there has been a change of 
alignment of the greatest financial 
powers In Wall street, and they have 
proffered to Hawley the backing of 
the millions which were the essence 
of the Harriman power, and which, 
likewise, make Hawley the dominant 
figure in the American railroad world. 
This shift of the balance of money 
power to the support of Hawley marks 
the most important of several changes 
In the railroad situation here that 
have been brought about by the pass­ 
ing of Harriman. 
Another change of scarcely less in­ 
terest during the past few days has 
been the appearance of a well defined 
plan to eliminate Harriman influence 


EDWIN H A W LEY . 
from the management of railroads out­ 
side his own system into which Harri­ 
man forced himself during his life­ 
time. 
This is announced on the highest 
authority. 


Harriman’s Personal Power Dead. 
Briefly, the occurrences of the past 
few days mean thai Edwin Ilawdey, 
by virtue of the backing conferred 
upon him by the greatest money dy­ 
nasty in America, becomes the new 
railroad leader; that, with the millions 
to which he is thus given access he 
can acquire, build up and dominate a 
vast railroad system throughout the 
country that probably will overshadow 
even the Harriman system; that Har­ 
riman’s personal powrer, which en­ 


abled him to comp«d admission to tho 
councils of other railroad systems, 
died with him and is no longer the 
formidable weapon it was as long as 
he lived. 
The new order of things does not 
mean, however, that the Harriman 
system Is to be deprived of a large 
share of financial support It has en­ 
joyed at the hands of ihe controlling 
money powers, nor does it mean that 
Edwin Hawley is likely to undertake 
the control of the Harriman system, 
and there Is little likelihood that Haw­ 
ley will ever enter the management 
of the Harriman system officially, al­ 
though there are some who predict 
that Hawley will ultimately become a 
melt ber of the Union and Southern 
Pacific directorates. 
Those closest to Hawley, however, 
believe that he will reign from a 
throne built up from the extensive- 
railroad system he now 
er than attempt to i v " 
dation of his domir -ctc 
man system.

At 5 o’clock on Oct. IS. 1820, an IttL 
mense crowd gathered at a ball In 
London to wltneas the last state lot­ 
tery draw In England. 
The drawing 
of prizes on that occasion occupied less 
than 
two 
hours, 
whereas 
lotteries 
drawn some years previously were 
protracted for several weeks, the ex­ 
citement being so great that doctors 
attended to let blood in cases where 
the proclaiming of winning tickets 
proved too overpowering for the hold 
ers. 
From the days of Queen Anne lot­ 
teries had contributed largely toward 
the revenue, during the latter years 
bringing in from $1,250,000 to $1,- 
500,000 per annum. 
The first public 
lottery beld in England took place 
on Jan. ll, 1509. 
It was drawn at the 
west door of St. Paul’s cathedral and 
continued 
incessantly, drawing day 
and night, till May 6 following.

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PIONEER PASSED AWAY 


Joseph Keibler, Sr., Died Monday 
Afternoon at the Age of Nearly 
Eighty-Seven Years 


Joseph Keibler, Sr., died at the 
residence of his son, Joseph Keibler, 
Jr., 305 North N in th street, Monday 
afternoon, October 18, 1909, of old 
age and will be buried in Evergreen 
cemetery following funeral services 
a t St. Francis Catholic church, W ed­ 
nesday morning a t 9 o’clock. 
The deceased was born in Baden, 
Germany, on J a n u a ry 6, 1823, and 
was nearly 87 years of age at the 
tim e of his death. 
He came to Am er­

As a result of the tragedy, Mrs. 
John Gray. Sr., Hanscom e’s aged m oth­ 
er-in-law, is also dead, having suc­ 
cumbed to th e shock of her son-in- 
law ’s death when she viewed his re­ 
m ains at the residence of his brother- 
in-law, R. J. Penlmllogon. 
The cause of Ham come’s suicide is 
believed to be despondency occasioned 
by heavy losses and worry over the 
affairs of the bank. 
Phil Allen, Jr., vice president of the 
bank. who has been under arrest at 
his home since Friday last, charged 
with embezzling $168,000 of tho b ank’s 
funds, stated th at Hanscome was en­ 
tirely Innocent of any wrongdoing in 
connection w ith the bank. 
Hanscom e was fifty-three years old 
and was connected with the First. Na­ 
tional bank for over twenty-five years.
